Postal Service 


Surveying Area For 
Possible Moves 


By Robert E. Finneran 


The postal service has been conducting 
real estate surveys in the downtown area 
and also seeking space for its Shawsheen 
substation 

A spokesman for the postal service said 
Wednesday that the survey being taken with 
regard to real estate costs in the downtown 
area is for the possibility of acquiring 8,000 
square feet for its carrier operations. 

He emphasized that there was no com- 
mitment toward any planning for the addi- 
tional space, only a cost survey at this 
point 

John Conte of the postal service also 
emphasized that there are nd plans to aban- 
don the present building on Main Street 

The search for facilities in the Shawsheen 
area is to replace the present substation 
there. The postal service has a monthly 
lease on the facilities there which are lo- 
cated in the Aberdeen Apartments building 
recently taken over by new owners and 
being converted to condominiums 

Conte said there is no timetable for the 
move and that the postal service is remain- 


ing on a month-to-month basis with the new 
owners 

The additional space in the downtown 
area would be for carrier operations only, 
the spokesman said. The present facility 


- would probably have some expanded public 


use, such as additional boxes and service 
area, although there are no definitive plans, 


other than to retain the structure as part of 
local postal services. 


The post office building was part of con- 
troversy a few years ago when the postal 
Service obtained an option on Andover 
Street land owned by Sidney P. White and 
announced plans to move operations to that 
location and close the Main Street office 

After considerable discussion among lo- 
cal officials, the posta! authorities decided 
to retain the present office and move the 
processing operations to Lawrence 

Conte said, as in the case of the 
Shawsheen Substation study, there is no 
timetable established for completion of the 
real estate cost survey, or when any deci- 
Sions would be made

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Teacher Designs Language Computer 


Computers will be a big part of each Andover child’s 
educational experience this September. Foreign language 
students at West Junior High will have an added bonus in the 
form of instructional software designed by their own teacher. 

Douglas Halsted, Foreign Language teacher and former 
department head at West Junior High, got the idea from the 
first session of an in-service course designed for Andover’s 
foreign language staff. A local resident who is in the business 
of writing programs for use with computers in schools pre- 
sented a preliminary version of some French verb drills. At 
the suggestion of Dr. Michael Cave, Foreign Language Pro- 
gram Advisor, Halsted decided to work on his own improved 
version as part of the in-service course requirements. 

‘‘Most of the time, which so far represents about 25 hours 
since March, was put in before school, after school and on 
snow days and holidays,’’ explained Halsted, who frequently 
carries the portable computer to his home in Lexington for 
additional work on the complex programming. Although the 
Apple II model is ‘‘user friendly,’’ and thus can be pro- 
grammed fairly easily, the task of developing usable pro- 
grams for French instruction is a formidable one. With the 
assistance of former Andover students, Andy Nicholson, Matt 
Brown and Matt Avalos, however,.most of the major prob- 
lems have been resolved. 


The West Junior High students, who are in gradé 7 French, 
find the experience a novel one. While some use of instructio- 
nal computers has already occurred in Andover, Halsted’s 
program is the first to be devised by a practicing classroom 
teacher with the program content directly related to the 
course textbook. Verb drill, which has traditionally been 
among the most tedious activity encountered in foreign lan- 


guage teaching, has taken on an entirely new connotation, 
with the students literally competing to have a go at the 


keyboard. 


When asked how he resolved the problem of one eomputer 
terminal for 25 kinds, Halsted explained that a combination of 
group work and individualization gives each student a try at 
the keyboard once in each five-day period. “‘The students 
somehow seem to accept corrections from the computer 
without any of the attendant ego problems which always seem 

*to arise when the same type of corrections are made by a 
teacher, no matter how sensitive to the students’ feelings the 
teacher might be,’’ explained Halsted in his seemingly end- 
less listing of the advantages of assigning the more routine 
aspects of language drill to the computer. 


Educators have long known that the way in which errors are 
corrected oY not corrected can determine the students’ atti- 
tudes toward the subject, and in some extreme cases, toward 
the entire school experience. The impersonal nature of the 
computer, a plus in this case, combined with the obvious 
‘motivational advantages of this medium, appear to be on the 
verge of revolutionzing certain aspects of foreign language 
teaching in Andover. 


Next on the schedule will be the creation of a program 
which will actually speak in French to the students, via pre- 
recorded material activated by the Apple II program. Halsted 
is confident that this will soon be ready for use in conjunction 
with the already existing program which parents had the 
chance to look at during the May26 West Junior High’s Open 
House. 


‘Computer laboratories and additional hardware antic- 
ipated for both junior high schools in September will provide 
the chance to make computers an integralpart of the foreign 
language curriculum much sooner than we thought,” says 
Halsted. ‘‘It’s now up to the schedulers to give us the access to 
the labs next year.”’

Last week, Mary Doherty, vice president 
and general manager of the Doherty Insur- 
ance Agency, Elm Street, took on a new set 
of responsibilities as the new president of 
the Andover Chamber of Commerce. 

But community involvement is nofhing 
new to Mary. She has been on the board of 
directors of the Andover Chamber for the 
past six years — and she is a past president 
of the Women’s Division of the Greater 
Lawrence Chamber of Commerce, vice 
president of the Greater Lawrence Cham- 
ber, executive committee member of the 
Andover Center Association (formerly the 
Center Merchants), director of the Greater 
Lawrence Industrial Insurance Association, 
and a corporator of the Community Savings 
Bank, Lawrence 

“T feel that if the business community 
does well, the community itself will attract 
more people,’’ she explained last week, 
sitting behind her desk at the Doherty Agen- 
cy. ‘It makes for a nicer place to live.”’ 

Departing president Robert Finlayson 
passed the gavel to Mary last night during 
the Chamber’s annual dinner at the Indian 
Ridge Country Club. But she began her 
official duties last Thursday morning, when 
she presided over her first director’s meet- 
ing 

‘l feel that jt is a tremendous honor for 
anybody to be named president,’’ she said 
last week. ‘‘And a responsibility, I might 
add. Past presidents have in the last few 
years led us to a point where the Chamber 
is a catalyst for the community. I look 
forward to a challenging year.”’ 

In the 20-year history of the Andover 
Chamber of Commerce, which includes 
roughly 175 members, Mary Doherty is the 
first woman to be named president. She 
does not, however, consider that particular- 
ly noteworthy 

‘I would like not to put it into those 
terms,’’ she said. “It would be an honor and 
a responsibility for anyone, either male or 
female.”’ 

A graduate of Our Lady of Nazareth Aca- 
demy in Wakefield, Mary has worked at the 
family-owned Doherty Agency for nine 
years, since she graduated from 
Marymount College, Tarrytown, N.Y., with 
a bachelor of arts degree in economics. She 
has served as vice president in charge of 
life insurance and estate planning, and was 
named to her current position a year ago 

An Andover native, she is single and lives 
on Porter Road 

She sees the Chamber of Commerce as “‘a 
sounding board for businesses, as well as 
the town government. It has become very 
involved in town government, to the point 
that when something is about to happen in 
the town, officials say, ‘Have you asked the 
Chamber?’ ”’ 

Last year, for example, Chamber mem- 
bers helped persuade the selectmen to de- 
lay the reconstruction of Elm Square, 
scheduled to begin last fall, because they 
feared it would hurt their Christmas busi- 
ness. 

‘“‘The Chamber had quite a turn-out at the 
selectmen’s meeting when that was voted

on, and it turned the whole situation 
around,’’ she noted 

Chamber members have also become ac- 
tively involved in town government, ‘‘in a 
real roll-up-your-sleeves way,’ by joining 
the Board of Selectmen, the Finance Com- 
mittee and the Planning Board, she added 

In the coming months, Mary expects the 
chamber membership to help the Commu- 
nity Development and Planning department 
develop a new comprehensive plan for the 
town’s future growth. The possibility of 
expanding the Central Business District is 
likely to become a major issue during that 
process, she said 

The Chamber has formulated a question- 
naire that it will distribute to local busi- 
nesses ‘‘to get their feelings on the need to 
expand. Because after all, if the business 
people don’t feel there’s a need, there’s no 
sense in going ahead with it.”’ 

But she does believe there is ‘‘a definite 
need’’ to expand the business zone, ‘‘if it’s 
planned well, instead of spot zoning, which 
has always been seen in a negative way in 
this town. 

“The center merchants are keeping a 
close eye on it.”’ 

During her year in office, she plans to 
continue offering the forums and seminars 
started by Finlayson during the past year. 
Meant to inform business people in areas 


that may be outside their own expertise, the 
forums have covered such topics as tax 
shelters, banking and local government 
leadership. ‘‘I feel we should offer more to 
our membership than an annual dinner.”’ 

And she has already taken steps to work 
with the Northeast Consortium of Colleges 
and Universities, a group of seven local 
colleges that will move to Lawrence next 
fall. Through the consortium, she would 
like the Chamber to develop a training 
program for businesses 

At her first director’s meeting, she was 
glad to announce that the Shawsheen Plaza 
Merchants Association will now be rep- 
resented on the board of directors, ‘‘a first 

we've never done this before.’’ The 
jhawsheen merchants group led by Irving 
Winn, includes more than 20 businesses. 

‘I think this will strenghten the overall 
business community,’ she pointed out 
‘Rather than being in constant battle, the 
right hand will know what the left hand is 
doing.’ 

Working for a family business means 
working long hours, Mary noted. And what- 
ever time is left she devotes to the Cham- 
ber, leaving her without much time for 
recreation. “It gets very crazy some- 
times,”’ she said. ‘‘In my spare time, I like 
to relax.” 

As Chamber president, Mary will be re- 


sponsible for running the monthly meetings 
of the board of directors, keeping the mem- 
bership informed of changes in local rules 
and regulations, acting as spokesman for 
the organization — ‘‘and just being ex- 
tremely aware of what’s going on within the 
community 
‘I think it will be very interesting

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Mother Of Eight Decides To Become A Nurse

She wanted a large family, and she got 
one. And she devoted herself to raising that 
family of eight children for 27 years, always 
believing her working days were behind her 
forever. 

But Dorothy Jayes of Algonquin Avenue, 
a 1950 graduate of Emmanuel College, is 


about to launch a new career — as a regis- 
tered nurse. 


She has successfully completed a full- 
time, two-year nursing program at North- 
ern Essex Community College, Haverhill, 
and next month she will join the nursing 
staff at St. John’s Hospital in Lowell. 

Mrs. Jayes is sharing the joy of com- 
mencement with two of her children. Rob- 
ert, 25, graduates from Harvard Medical 
School today, while Christopher, 22, grad- 
uated as a history major (‘‘He says he adds 
a little culture to the family’’) from Boston 
College last week. 

And the new graduate nurse is following 
in the footsteps of two of her five daugh- 
ters: Eileen, 27, works as a nurse in Wash- 
ington, D.C., and Mary, 21, will graduate 
from the nursing program at Boston Col- 
lege next fall 

A warm and attractive woman, Dorothy 
radiates self-assurance. But sitting in her 
cozy family room, she admits she was so 
frightened by the idea of going back to 
school that she sent her husband, Robert, 
into the Northern Essex admissions office 
to pick up the brochures; she was “too 
scared’’ to get out of the car. 
a‘It was scary to go back to school, to 
start something new. I hadn’t studied for 27 
years.’’ And after all those years as a moth- 
er and a homemaker, ‘I really never 
thought that I'd ever go out of the house 
again and work.” 

Robert’s position as division manager of 
New York and New England for Wyeth 
Laboratories of Lowell Junction Road took 
the family from Massachusetts to Syra- 
cuse, N.Y. and Philadelphia, Penn. for 18 
years. They returned to the state and set- 
tled in Andover three years ago 

By that time, there were only two chil- 
dren left at home: Michael, now 17 and a 
junior at Andover High; and Kathleen, now 
12 and a Sanborn School sixth-grader. (Di- 
ane, 28, works as a biological manufactur- 
ing technician for Wyeth Labs in 
Pennsylvania, and Janice, 19, attends 
Mount Holyoke College; she will leave in 
August to spend her junior year in Mexico. ) 

The Jayes planned to have a large family 
and Dorothy says she ‘‘never regretted it. I 
always felt it was very worthwhile to be at 


home. I wouldn’t give up those days for 
anything 

At times, she jokes, she saw herself as ‘‘a 
dispatcher — always asking, ‘Okay, where 
do you have to be and what time do you 


have to be there?’ I guess I developed a few 
organizational skills, and I like order 
which we didn’t always have. But we’ve all 
done fine 

‘It got a little quieter here’’ when most of 
the Jayes children went away to college or 
off on their own. “I don’t like being not 
busy,’’ Mrs. Jayes says. ‘‘I felt I should be 
doing something worthwhile 


Her education as a biology major at Em- 
manuel in Boston ‘‘probably gave me the 
desire to do something now,’’ she adds. ‘‘It 
taught me the value of learning and of doing 
something.”’ (She had worked in the Tufts 
Medical Center research laboratory until 
her first pregnancy. ) 

Nursing, however, was an almost acci-

You know you're on the equator when the sun 
rises and sets the same time every day — Irving 
Gershenberg. 

He's a professor of economics at UMass/ Boston 

She’s Andover’s early childhood education spe- 
cialist 

Together with their children, they reside at 162 
Lowell St 

But their second home is Africa 

The Gershenbergs have visited and lived on the 
continent twice — and they'll be returning for 
another year's stay this August. 

Professor Gershenberg has been awarded a Ful- 
bright grant by the Board of Foreign Scholarships 
and the U.S. International Communication Agency 
He will teach economic development and planning 
at the University of Nairobi, Kenya, for the 1982-83 
academic year. He will also collect data for a study 
on the training of Kenyan managers. 

His wife, Linnea, hopes to serve as an educational 
consultant and establish a testing service for pre- 
school children 

Their own children will also be going along. 
Aaron, 20, will enroll at Nairobi University where 
he will continue his studies in economics and math. 
He is a student at Wesleyan University. 

Lisa, who graduated from Andover High School 
this week, has been granted a defered admission to 
Curry College and may also take some courses in 
Africa. 

Sarah, a sophomore at Andover High, will take 
her junior year in Nairobi. 

Africa is not new to the Gershenbergs. They lived 
two years in Kampala, Uganda (1969-71) and two 
years in Kenya (1974-76). 

Here’s how it became a home away from home 

While working on his Ph,D. in economics at the 
University of California at Berkley, Irving 
Gershenberg became interested in the economic 
development of less developed countries. Studying 
American economic history stimulated that inter- 
est. 

Because he was, im his words, a ‘“‘terrible lan- 
guage student,”’ he had to do his field work in 
English-speaking countries, such as French coloni- 
al Africa. As a child, Professor Gershenberg had

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she became interested in early childhooddevelop- 
ment. She helped to set up the Nangabo Self Help 
Center — a nurseryschool and teacher-training 
center — now celebrating its 15th year. 

‘*T think it’s the only building in the area that has 
electricity, she said. 

The Gershenberg children were six, five and two 
and one-half vears old respectively. 

The tamily lived in university housing. made of 
cement because of the termites. Cockroaches were 
also a problem, but according to Linnea, there were 
‘less mosquitos than Andover has.”’ 

The weather was never hotter than 75-80 degrees, 
but very humid. on the equator. The area had two 
wet and two dry seasons per year. Professor 
Gershenberg was impressed with the many flow- 
ering trees, snowcapped mountains and the *‘fan- 
tastic’’ differences in temperatures, fauna and 
animals 

Linnea noted there were 25 languages in Uganda, 
which makes it very difficult to unify a country. She 
said the western influence was evident in various 
wavs, such as Africans using modern medicine for 
some ailments and witchcraft for others. 

Although Professor Gershenberg said the family 
was healthier in Uganda than in this country, he got 
malaria. with sharp headaches and pain behind the 
eves. Sarah. the youngest. also came down with 
malaria — but not before the family had returned to 
the United States, where the sickness was difficult 
to diagnose 

Children in Uganda and Kenya are still suscepta- 
ble to sicknesses such as polio, and the population is 


* terribly poor. according to Professor Gershenberg., 


who said there is a high infant mortality rate there 
He also saidthe ratio of people per doctor country 
wide is 12,000 to 1, as compared to 700 to 1 in this 
country 

The Gershenbergs left Uganda just before Idi 
\min came to power 

‘It was only after we left.’ said Professor 
Gershenberg. ‘that the conditions began to deterio- 
rate rapidly.” « 

When the family returned to the United States, 
the professor taught at Rutgers University, and 
l.innea attained her masters degree in early child- 
hood education. They lived in New Jersey 

But after three years, according to Professor 
Gershenberg. “I felt it was time to get going 
again. 

This time. it wasoff to Kenya, where he did much 
the same work he had done in Uganda — but this 
time at the University of Nairobi. To show the 
extreme inequality in income distribution, he noted 
that the top 20 per cent income earners in Kenya 
earn 67 per cent of the country’s total income. In 
theUnited States. he said that number is 34 per 
cent 

Professor Gershenberg said he enjoyed Uganda 
more than Kenya, because there was less of a 
colonial “overhang” or ‘‘impress.’’ The number of 
British in Uganda was small. and Uganda never had 
its land taken by Britain, he said. In Kenya, the best 
land was taken over and given to the British, who 
had more control there than they did in Uganda, 
according to Gershenberg 

Capital cities in Africa, such as Nairobi (pop. 1 
million). were modern European cities. Aaron was 
barmitzvahed in Kenya. He said on a typical Satur 
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Andover 470-2445 


day. he could play pinball and go to the movies, 
such as an American might do. Horse racing was 
popular on Sundays. (There was no horse racing in 
Uganda, because of the tsetse flies. ) 

The Gershenberg children attended both public 
and private schools in Africa. But these were qual- 
ity city schools, with the student population one- 
third Asian, one-third European (including Ameri- 
can) and one-third African. 

A more typical school outside the city, said Pro- 
fessor Gershenberg, might have 60-100 students in 
one classroom, no books or blackboards, and les- 
sons written in the sand. He said 45 per cent of the 
adult population in Kenya is illiterate 

The Fulbright award will take Gershenberg and 
his family back to Nairobi. The intentof the award 
is to bring the peoples of America and less devel- 
oped countries together to promote understanding, 
he said, and also probably to promote political 
support of others in the world by providing assis- 
tance 

Linnea will be working to develop childhood edu- 
cation 

‘The vast majority of the country,’ she said, 

has no early childhood education at all.”’ 

The idea, she explained, is to disseminate the 
training and learning beyond the rich to the entire 
country. Although there is poverty we don’t think 
about here — naked babies in the slums — there is 
expertise among the African population and well- 
trained Africans, according to Linnea, who said 
education and training must be spread to more 
people 

‘It's not the jungle,”’ she noted, and unlike the 
Tarzan image many of us may have, there are big 
hospitals in Africa, for example — but there’s no 
way to transport the population to them 

Professor Gershenberg is not optimistic about 
the prospects for African development 

‘The...energy crisis has reduced the chances for 
rapid economic development of African countries,’ 
he said 

Most African countries today need 40-70 percent 
of foreign exchange earnings to purchase fuel to run 
their power plants, according to Gershenberg. Be- 
fore the 1973 oil crisis, more foreign exchange 
resources could be allocated to enlarging the indus- 
trial base and improving agricultural development 

Assuming no changein the policies of the devel- 
oped world towards the under-developed world in 
terms of sharing wealth and technology, he said, 
‘The possibilities are limited,’ and much emphasis 
will be aimed atregional grouping of third world 
countries 

The problem with this, he said, is the animosity 
among many groups of countries, and many coun- 
tries producing competitive rather than compli- 


mentary products. Because of this, according to the 
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professor, even if some African countries form an 
economic union, they wouldn't be able to influence 
world market prices. ©, 

‘That's why I'm pessimistic,” he said. 

He noted, however, that 20 years ago, many 
people were pessimistic about social and economic 
development in Africa, and yet there has been 
appreciable advancement. However, Gershenberg 
points to Libya — a country that was given no 
chance for economic development until! they struck 
oil. Libya is still under-developed, he said, but more 
affluent. In Nigeria, he said, a small group ot 
people have become wealthy 

Economic growth is very different than eco- 
nomic development,’’ Gershenberg said. Economic 
growth refers to national income and has nothing to 
do with the distribution of that income or social 
services. ‘Economic growth has been much more 
prevalent in the world, while economic devel- 
opment is still a rarity.”

In Ethiopia, he said, the United States, Cuba and 
the Soviet Union are all providing assistance to a 
socialist government, while Ethiopia is engaged 
against an interior region of their country which is 
seeking autonomy. So sometimes there isn’t the 
conflict many people might believe there is be- 
tween the three major powers in Africa. according 
to the professor 

In a littke more than one month, the Gershen- 
bergs will be returning to their second home 

Sarah has continued to write to her friends in 
Africa. She plans to do much travelling to get to 
know the country again 

Few people have adventured on steamer-safari 
across Lake Victoria, as the Gershenbergs have 

I'm just really excited,’’ she said. ‘‘It’s like 

taking my junior year abroad 

And as Linnea puts it, the goal of the trip will be 
to go to Africa as educated people, to share their 
expertise and make friends abroad 
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together for one last time before going their p

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Restaurant Addition Is Denied 


The Zoning Board of Appeals has denied a 
variance for the 99 Restaurant and stated a 
proposed addition at the facility would be a 
‘detriment to the public good.’’ 

Atty. Carmine DiAdamo, representing 
Androck Trust (99 Restaurant), had ap- 
peared before the Board at a public hearing 
in early May requesting a variance or spe- 
cial permit to construct an addition to the 
restaurant's kitchen. 

This would have allowed the basement 
kitchen facility to be moved upstairs and a 
new waste treatment system to be placed in 
the new basement. The Memtik system 
proposed to discharge clean water into the 
present leaching field. 

The local Board of Health had asked the 
99 Restaurant to change its septic system, 
DiAdamo said, but the restaurant had vio- 
lated no rules. 

The Poard of Health had also asked the 
restaurant to improve part of its kitchen 
operation, according to the Zoning Board 
decision. 

But the decision on the variance read, 
‘*...the Board finds that granting a variance 
to expand an additional 24 per cent of area 
would be a detriment to the public good.”’ 

Other reasons stated were: 

¢ ‘‘. the Board finds that no hardship was 
claimed or has been demonstrated by the 
Petitioner to justify expanding by 24 per 
cent of the present structural area.”’ 

¢' ...the Petitioner states both the Mem- 
tik S\ stem and kitchen facility relief can be 
confiied within the allowed 10 per cent 
expansion from the original area of the 


previous structure.” 

¢ ‘The Board makes no finding as to what 
percentage, if any, the Petitioner is now 
entitled to enlarge the existing structure 
since the present structure has already 
been increased in volume and area over the 
original non-conforming building.”’ 

¢ ‘No hardship is owing to soil conditions, 
shape or topography of the land or struc- 
ture. 

“The petition for a special permit,” 
according to the Board, ‘‘will be dealt with 
in a separate decision.”’ 

At the public hearing, Richard Donovan, 
456 Lowell St., had alleged septic system 
outflow from the 99 Restaurant surfaces in 
a manner that is ‘“‘scary’’ and seeps into 
Haggett’s Pond — the town’s source of 
drinking water. 

He said he could dig 1% feet in his own 
land and strike water. He also complained 
of odor and noted how often the septic tank 
has to be pumped out. 

Donovan said he believed a kitchen addi- 
tion might increase the number of patrons 
at the restaurant and lead to more use of 
the new septic system. He questioned how 
the soil could handle discharge water. 

Donovan and other neighbors also com- 
plained about the parking situation at the 
restaurant and alleged noise and refuse 
strewn on the ground outside. 

The Zoning Board viewed the restaurant 
on Saturday, May 8. 

They found there was ‘‘adequate’’ park- 
ing for the 104-seat capacity license. They 
also found the portion of the kitchen in the 
basement was ‘very cramped both in area

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Zoning Board Denies 


A local art gallery owner's appeal to keep 
his business in Andover has come up short 

The Zoning Appeals Board has denied 
Howard Yezerski, 75 Park St., a variance 
which would have aliowed him to operate 
Andover Att Galleryout of his home It is 
presently located at 91 North Main St 

Asked what he might do. Yezerski said 
this week, “I don't know, really...” 

The Board stated that Yezerski’s primary 
reasons for seeking the variance — “‘his 
inability to pay the rent increase sought by 
the Gallery's present landlord’ and ‘‘the 
absence in Andover of suitably located com- 
mercial property which could be leased at a 
rentalaffordable by him’ — do not consti- 
tute a “hardship within the meaning of the 
Zoning By-Law which would justify the 
granting of a Use Variance.”’ 

Yezerski’s neighborhood. where he had 
proposed to move his business into his 
home, is zoned Single Residence A 

‘We sort of put everything on hold until 
the decision.’ he said, explaining he hasn't 
come up ‘with anything concrete’ as far as 
future plans are concerned. He is still 
looking for space in Andover 

Yezerski will soon hear from his landlord 
‘what he has in mind” as to when the 
Andover Gallery of Fine Art might have to 
move 

The local businessman is not sure a com- 
mercial art gallery is viable in Andover. 
considering the space requiredto operate 

It's difficult to carry that overhead,’ he 
Said, when you're selling art in a non-urban 
area 

When you're the only business in town 

that sells art)...I don't think that’s good 
Yezerski noted, explaining that three or 
four commercial galleries in town might 
generate more interest 

Although he said he would ‘‘hate to move 
out of town,” after having operated here for 
14 years. he said he “probably would” look 
for suitable space elsewhere if nothing does 
come upin Andover 

At the public hearing held in early May. 
Yezerski claimed businessmen like himself 
are being forced out of town because of the

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Six Teachers, Advisor Returned 
To School Budget For ’83 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


By approving in principle, although not in 
final detail, the transfer of more than $80,- 
000 among various accounts, the School 
Committee was able to put funding for six 
teaching positions and one new program 
advisor back into their fiscal ‘83 budget this 
week. 

The net change in the teaching salary 
account at this point is approximately 
$56 633 

Business Manager Francis Paul ex- 
plained that the line item changes were 
possible because he has used a $300,000 
surplus in the fiscal 1982 budget to purchase 
supplies and equipment for next year that 
were included in the 1983 budget.

Rain, rain, go away...

It all started on Memorial Day weekend 
— a total washout. And then came June.

As for Gov. King’s Water Conservation 
Week, which was this week, June 7-13, 
well...at this point, nobody wants to hear 
about shallow reservoirs and predicted wa- 
ter shortages. 

Many of us are still fixing leaky ceilings 
and cleaning up flooded cellars. 

But the northeaster that dumped so much 
rain upon New England this month was 
even more serious than that. 


At least 22 people have been reported 
either dead or missing in the six-state re- 
gion. In Connecticut, floods forced 1,300 
people to flee their homes. About $100 mil- 
lion in damage is estimated, and a state of 
emergency was declared, as was in Rhode 
Island. Bridges and roads have been wash- 
ed out and dams destroyed 


In Andover, several hundred sandbags 
were piled at the Riverina Road pumping 
station to combat flooding. The Shawsheen 
River is reported four to five feet above 
normal 

Public Works Director Robert McQuade 
said emergency pumps were brought in at 
the Riverina station tu handle the flow 
Water came within eighi inches of the high- 
est mark ever, according to McQuade, who 
said the town’s sewer and drainage systems 
were working at full capacity. 

Although things are pretty much back to 
normal now, public works crews worked 
Saturday night through Monday night, he 
said. Emergency pumps at the Riverina 
station were still manned Tuesday night. 


Paul said he would return to the commit- 
tee next week with final figures for next 
year's budget — and possibly with more 
funds to return more teachers to the staff. 

After voting unanimously to accept the 
administration's recommendations on the 
line item transfers, the committee also 
voted unanimously to accept recommenda- 
tions on which positions to return to the 
teaching staff with the newly-available 
funds.

While reviewing plans for the construction of an Ark, 
and confident that the monsoon season is reserved 
mostly fo the area of the Orient, there still remain some 
question as to whether this is really spring in New 
England. 

Ruined weekends, hurried arrangements to move 
graduation exercises inside, cellars turning into unanti- 
cipated indoor pools, could certainly lead one to wonder 
if, indeed, there will be a spring or summer season 
hereabouts. 

Having had rain spoil any planned recreational or 
other activities the last four out ef five weekends, it 
seems appropriate to search for some reassuring signs 
that better weather and vacation conditions are on the 
way, offering as evidence the following:

A First Step 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

Speaking for the working committee of 
Concerned Parents, our main concern has 
been the welfare of our children at West 
and the welfare of the educational system 
throughout Andover. At the school commit- 
tee meeting of May 25, 1982, we were 
pleased to see the administration and the 
school committee begin to correct some of 
the inconsistencies of services at West. At 
that time some statements were also made 
which we wish to address as merely clarify- 
ing the issues at hand. 

First of all, great concern was voiced 
over preconceived notions regarding the 
labeling of children in the traditional pro- 
gram. Children in the contemporary pro- 
gram have been hurt by labels as well. It is 
time to put an end to labeling and time to 
look at them as children whose educational 
needs we are obfigated to meet in as fair 
and equitable a way as our resources will 
allow. Let us even do away with the labels 
of ‘‘contemporary”’ and ‘‘traditional’’ and 
call them ‘Andover students!’’ In this in- 
stance, the only way to put a stop to ‘‘war- 
ring camps”’ is to eliminate them both. we 
cannot place parents and children in cat- 
egories that do not exit. With this in mind 
we now call ourselves Concerned Parents 
For Andover Education. 

Secondly, a traditional progrm represen- 
tative read a lengthy description of the 
traditional program. A more accurate de- 
scription would best have come for person- 
nel involved in the teaching or 
administration of the program than from 
parents who provided ‘‘their’’ interpreta- 
tion. When checked, a number of 
statements regarding grade level tests, be- 
low grade level instruction and social pro- 
motion were found to be misleading, and 
others false. For instance, 
already working at his capacity 
tention serve in his best interest? Regard- 


less of which program, such children do 
exist and are necessarily socially pro- 
moted; some teaching is done by aides; 
children do travel to other areas of the 
building for academic instruction; and 
whether a child sits in his or stands in a 
line, waiting does occur. 

Finally, we do not presume to offer edu- 
cational alternatives alone. Our taxes are 
paying educational professionals to that 
end. Our votes have placed five committee 
members in the administrative position to 
decide for Andover the course of our educa- 
tional system. Ultimately, decisions come 
down to their five votes. We, as parents, 
will participate in the process. Therefore, 
we believe that the formation of a commit- 
tee composed of parents and teachers and 
administrators and school committee 
members to air all the allegations and es- 
tablish, once and for all, what educational 
system does in fact exist in Andover is 
essential. Without that first step, thepro- 
posed committee will surely stumble and 
fall. Having done that, to then seek educa- 
tional alternatives aimed at meeting the 
full spectrum of needs of a unified student 
body is a step in the right direction.

The auto industry is call- 
ing back workers. They have 
contracts to build more 
trucks and tanks for the 
armed forces. But they are 
also producing better cars, 
which hopefully will sell. 

For the fifth straight 
month, more new homes are 
under construction. Air tray- 
el is also increasing. A boom 
appears to be developing in 
the telecommunications 
industry. 

The increase in defense 
— should stimulate 

e economies of at least 10 
states: California, Texas, 
New York, Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, Missouri, 
Virginia, Florida, Louisiana 
and Washington. 

President Reagan’s tax 
cuts and the cost-of-living 
increases in Socia] Security 
benefits will also take effect 
in July.

start an economic upturn. 
Unfortunately, there is 
also bad news that could 
dampen a recovery. Ten 
million eee are still out 
of work. The industrial 
states of the north are par- 
ticularly hard hit. And dur- 
ing the first two months of 


1982, more than 3,500 com- 


panies had to close. That is a 
55 percent increase over the 
same period a year earlier. 
The trend is grim. 

But Americans are incur- 
able optimists, and this may 
make the difference 
between boom or bust. 

SPIES-IN-THE-SKY: In 
the battle for the Falkland 
Islands, Argentine pilots and 
submarine commanders 
have set their sights on 
Britain’s two aircraft carri- 
ers and the troopship Queen 
Elizabeth 2.

top-secret CIA report has 
this to say about the Cosmos 
1365 satellite: 

“These satellites have 
been able to identify coast- 
lines, ships and prominent 
terrain features. The radar 
on these satellites is able to 
detect ships the size of a 
destroyer when weather 
conditions are good, and 
ships the size of an aircraft 
carrier when weather condi- 
tions are bad.” 

We are told that these 
super-satellites have a rela- 
tively short life -- a mini- 
mum of two months. After 
that, a rockets are 
supposed AE nog the 
nuciear-powered part of the 
spy satellite far into space, 
where they will remain in 
orbit for at least a hundred 
years. 

But when the Soviets’ Cos- 
mos 1365 satellite is operat- 
ing at peak efficiency, it has 
remarkable surveillance 
power.

That was five days after the 
United States launched its 
ill-fated Iranian rescue 
mission. The 37-ship Ameri- 
can task force in the Persian 
Gulf had managed to give 
Soviet spy trawlers the slip, 
so the Russians sent up one 
of their nuclear satellites. 

That’s what makes the use

Planners Review 


Subdivision 


The Planning Board reviewed a proposal 
for a 33-lot subdivision off High Plain Road 
Tuesday night, one including 27 clustered 
and six conventional lots. 

The planners did not act on the prelimi- 
nary plan, Community Development and 
Planning Director Jonathan Gilmore said 
yesterday, but will discuss it during their 
next meeting on June 22. 

Andover developer George Chongris pre- 
sented the plans for ‘Golden Oaks"’, drawn 
by Nysten Engineering of Andover. Gil- 
more described the 40-acre site as ‘‘fairly 
dry and sandy,”’ and said it would be served 
by town water and sewer. 

The development would include about 10 
acres of permanent green space. 

A few abutters appeared at the public 
hearing, but offered no objections to the 
proposed plan, the director indicated 

Chongris had planned to exchange some 
green area in his adjoining Penni Lane 
Subdivision with green space in the Golden 
Oaks area, but then revised the plans, elim- 
inating the need for an exchange 

A public hearing on modifications to the 
Penni Lane subdivision scheduled for Tues- 
day night therefore became unnecessary, 
Gilmore said, although a number of Penni 
Lane abutters were present 

Although no major problems arose during 
the planning board hearing, the director 
said Public Works Director Robert Mc- 
Quade is concerned about drainage on the 
Site, and would like Chrongris to build a 
more extensive drainage system than the 
developer hag planned

Those recommendations left out two posi- 
tions that Mitsakos had originally included 
on a list of positions that the committee 
should give top priority for reinstating: a 
nigh school industrial arts teacher, and a 
junior high school guidance counselor. 

The assistant superintendent explained 
“that ‘‘setting priorities for reinstatement 
was difficult,’ and recommended the re- 
maining two positions be funded if money 
becomes available. 

The committee was especially interested 
in the industrial arts position, because the 
teacher who would be let go is the only one 
qualified to offer the graphic arts program 
— so that program would in fact be elimi- 
nated. 

Noting that the work students produce in 
that program (for example, this week’s 
high school graduation program) saves the 
school $6,000 to $9,000 a year in printing 
costs, Chairman Richard Neal instructed 
Paul to try to dig up some funds for the 
position by next week. 

Theresa Sapienza of Rock O’Dundee 
Road urged the committee to fund the 
guidance counselor as well, because coun- 
selors offer emotional counseling to stu- 
dents, and not just help choosing courses. 

At the junior high age, she said, ‘‘I can 
see a definite 100 percent need for this — 
you can't teach a kid that needs other 
help.”’ 

‘There are cases to be made for all the 
positions,’’ Neal answered. ‘‘I feel very 
hopeful that we will be able to address that 
area.” 

He explained that it was necessary to 
give secondary positions top priority at this 
time, so the administration can schedule 
courses for next year 


With an almost-final fiscal 1983 budget 
before them (the bottom line of $12.9 mil- 
lion has been final since town meeting; only 
the line item allocations have been chang- 
ing), the committee pointed out that there 
has been a reduction in the teaching salary 
account of less than one percent, compared 
to the fiscal 82 budget. 


“The amount of unfortunate reductions 
has been minimized to a great extent in the 
last several weeks,’’ Neal said. ‘And we 
are moving closer and closer to our goal of 
getting all the positions (that were cut to 
Stay within the budget) back.”’ 

But Andover Education Association Pres- 
ident Steven Jankauskus disagreed on how 
great the impact on teachers has been

comparing fiscal ‘82 to fiscal '83,’’ he told 
Neal. Comparing the teaching salary ac- 
count in the $12.9 million budget with the 
one in the administration’s original recom- 
mended $14.9 budget showed a 41.5 percent 
reduction, he said. 

“The cut has really had a tremendous 
impact on the faculty,”’ he added. ‘‘The 
level of services and variety of services 
available to Andover schoolchildren during 
the coming year will be very different than 
what they've been used to.”’ 


Neal replied that he ‘‘would be very hap- 
py to be sitting here talking about the $14.9 
million budget,”’ but the schools were lim- 
ited to $12.9 million. 

‘There have been efforts made to mini- 
mize the impact,”’ he explained. ‘Il am not 
suggesting we have eliminated the im- 
pact.””

Awarding Of Diplomas 


Erases Weather’s Gloom Bw 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Pouring rain forced Andover High's 1982 
commencement ceremonies off Lovely 
Field and into Phillips Academy's Case 
Memorial Cage Monday, but the gloomy 
weather didn't dampen the enthusiasm of 
the graduates, or their families and friends 

The unexpected move from the high 
school field to Phillips led to snarled traffic 
on Main Street, and finding a parking space 
took some creativity. But inside the cage 
the mood was ebullient and the crowd, often 
boisterous 

State Representative Gerald M. Cohen of 
Andover. whose s.n Jonathan was among 
the graduates, offered a ten-minute address 
to the class of 450 graduating seniors 

When the master of ceremonies, Class 
President Joseph Z. Smith, said in his intro- 
duction that Cohen earned his B.S: at the 
University of Massachusetts, the represen- 
tative joked, ‘You should never introduce a 
politician and say he has his degree in B.S.”’ 

Cohen then told the class that the most 
pressing problem facing them right now, as 
they go off to college or join the working 
world, is, ‘Who is going to do your laun- 
dry? 

As the graduates enter ‘the household of 
civilization,” he urged them to “take part 
in that civilization.”’ As they pass from *‘the 
relatively protected walls of Andover High 
to other. less protected worlds,’ the seniors 
should be ready to assume new responsibili 


ties. he continued 

He explained that the cost of educating 
the Class of 1982 tor 12 years added up to $12 
million, making the class ‘‘the first $12 
million class in Andover's history.’’ And the 
public officials who made that investment 
expected to see ‘‘a long-term return on the 
investment of the taxpayers of this state. 

“IT would like to see the return on that 
investment come with the blossoming from 
this class of a great poet, a sculptor, an 
author. a scientist, a politician —-. someone 
regarded as one of the best in his field.”’ 

Cohen concluded by saying he saluted the 
graduates, and added, ‘‘I rather wish I had 
the chance to start out all over again with 
vou. 

And on a personal note, he thanked And- 
over, on behalf of himself and his wife, 
Annette, “‘for educating our four children.” 

Lilia D. Guerra read the valedictory es- 
say. and was then presented the first Golds- 
mith Award for excellence in public 
speaking by AHS Principal Mary Athey 
Jennings 

The essayist told her classmates that 

the Me Generation of the ‘70s has closed 
We. the Class of 1982, shall help determine 
what the “80s shall be remembered as.’

The commencement address by State 
Rep. Gerald M. Cohen 

If each of you can see your parents now— 
out there—they are very concerned about 
you 

They may be concerned about your future 
jobs, although I am not 

They may be concerned about nucler pro- 
liferation. although I arn not. 

As vou leave home for college or work, to 
live by yourselves, what you had better 
think about, right now—is—who is going to 
do your laundry? 

At the outset let me tell you how glad I 
am to be with you for your graduation 
ceremony. For it is, indeed, a happy occa- 
sion; a rewarding occasion: an occasion 
that celebrates your achievements; an oc- 
casion that marks the successful comple- 
tion of your studies at Andover High 
School; and the commencement of your 
adult lite 

My popularity would be tremendously 
enhanced were I now to yield to the impulse 
to offer a five-word graduation address: 
“Congratulations! Best Wishes! Good 
Luck! And let it go at that. But, you know 
that a politician, when offered a platform 
and an audience, can never so limit himself 

I use the expression, ‘politician,’ not as a 
term of disparagement, but rather of voca- 
tion. | submit it is an honorable calling, a 
noble one, the calling, in fact. of Thomas 
Jefferson and James Madison and Abraham 
Lincoln, one that many of you, I hope, will 
be prompted to choose so that you may do 
vour part. as they did, in advancing the 
cause of good government 


“*Ithough, I do say to each of you most 
Sincerely, ‘‘Congratulations! Best Wishes! 
Good Luck!, I have an additional word or 
two to offer you 

As graduating seniors, you now take your 
place in the household of civilization, and 
the question is whether you are willing to 
take part in that civilization. Are you will 
ing to ‘'go for it?” 

Each of you is different, a unique person 
with God-given talents that you alone pos- 
sess. The building of a community begins 
with your recognition of what you can bring 
to it. Some have been given the talent to 
make major contributions, others have 
been given smaller talents, but each has 
some talents that are his alone 

You cannot build community, or love 
vour fellow man, if you are doing your own 
thing. Love is understanding that every- 
thing you do affects someone, and anything 
vou do to help your fellow man helps him to 
realize his ideal, his purpose in life 

As you proceed to fashion your careers. 
allow the fortunate start you have had at 
Andover High to prompt you always to seek 
a moral and humane dimension in your 
adult life in whatever may be your calling 
religion, education, law, medicine diplo- 
macy, engineering, finance, art, public 
health or business.

So, this is a significant day! 

It marks—as Gail Sheehy would say—an- 
other ‘right of passage’ in your life. You 
pass from the relatively protected halls of 
Andover: High to other less protected 
worlds, and to new responsibilities. 

I know that, as consumers of the educa- 
tion product here for 12 years, you leave 
with certain complaints. This is natural and 
understandable. But, it is important that 
you leave here also with a sense of under- 
standing of the investment many people 
have made in you 


The aim of public education today is to 
provide quality education at reasonable 
cost to the largest number of qualified 
students possible. Now that costs money! A 
lot of money! In Andover, the cost of edu- 
cating your class for 12 years was 12 million 
dollars. You are the first ‘12 million dollar 
class’’ in Andover’s history! ! 


For all public educational affairs—from 
kindergarten through graduate school—the 
figure is 2 billion dollars out of a state 
budget of 7 billion dollars. These figures 
indicate that Massachusetts government 
has made a big investment in public educa- 
tion and in you. 


Yet, this has not always been a popular 


investment, or an investment understood by ~ 


the general public, or even by the public 
educational establishment itself. Part of 
the reason is the very nature of education 
itself—it is an abstract investment—whose 
payoff’ is difficult, indeed, almost impossi- 


ble to measure, in the short run. 

And politics, and public policy decisions 
in a democratic system of government, 
often are dictated on a short-run basis. So, 
in appropriating a great deal of money for 
public education (which is never enough in 
the view of administrators), public officials 
have been investing in you. 

Investing in you! 

Investing in you to perform productively 
in society! 

Investing in you to provide a long term 
return on the investment of the taxpayers of 
this state. 


And it doesn’t have to be a return in 
terms of dollars alone, (although as edu- 
cated individuals, you will return far more 
in income tax payments to the state trea- 
sury than was invested originally in your 
education here). : 


Personally, I would like to see the return 
on the investment come with the blossom- 
ing from this class of a great poet—a sculp- 
tor—an author—a scientist—a politician— 
someone regarded as one of the best in his 
or her field. 


I remember vividly my own commence- 
ment, my own beginning. I remember a 
kind of kaleidoscope of emotions, pride, 
that I am sure you feel now, and satisfac- 
tion that I had done more or less what my 
parents had hoped that I was going to do, 
and a combination of anticipation and anxi- 
ety about what lay ahead. All that, and very 
much the determination that I would some- 
how make it; that I would honor the chance 
that I had been given. 

[ even remember what the speaker at my 
high school graduation talked about—he 
talked about 30 minutes too long.
